Now only a few thousand 
dollars of it remain, and the chances arc 
that it will all have disappeared before 
the 1st of next month, and that by June 
110th, the end nf the fiscal year, there will 
be a delicttof something more than 9100. 
000. In accounting for the manner in 
which the |600,000 has evaporated it may 
be remembered that when it went into 
the Treasury there was a deficit of about 
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nning much heavier than 
the Legislature is in ses 
ise the criminal courts are

The Criminal Court expenditures make 
the heaviest item that the state has to 
meet, and these an always much greater 
in the spring of the year. be. 
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here and tbe belief that the prompt ac- 
tion of the authorities would prevent 
the committal of further outrages of

Everybody in 
procession was passing slowly 
f, without the least thought of 
danger, when suddenly two men iu the 
crowd of onlookers threw two petards 
directly into the pro.-, ssion. 

Those in line werepanM stricken and 
fled in every direction. The bystand- 
ers were also terribly frightened and 
sought safety in flight In tbe confus- 
ion and excitement the villians who 
threw the petards made tlu ir isscape, 
and there is not the slightest clew to 
their identity. A number of proces- 
sionists were more or less injured by 
the explosion, but fortunately no one 
waa killed. Many of the people returned 
to the church from which tbe procession 
originally came and offered up thanks 
for their escape from death. The 
people are deeply indignant at this 
latest outrage. The police can not be 
blamed for any laxity, for no one 
drvnmud that special precautions would 
be necessary to prevent an attack upon 
a religious procession. a 

These processions are a feature in all 
Spanish cities, particularly during holy 
week, and seldom heretofore has any 
trouble occurred through them. Kver.v 
effort will lie made to capture the mU- 
creants, and if they are caught they 
will undoubtedly sDend the reinuinder 
of their live* in penal servitude.

that it is a fact. 

The result is that during March the 
Auditor issued about 1,300 warrants, 
where usually the number runs below 
X00, and June 30th will find a deficit of 
somethingxwer 9100,000 instead of a sur- 
plus of about that amount, as was antici 
pated. Taking Into consideration . the 
1100,000 appropriation foe the World's 
Fair, the prison appropriation, which 
will be between #75,000 and 9100,000, and 
the fact that the Legislature will probably 
be in session all of next year, there are 
slight prospects of the deficit being wiped 
out during the fiscal year 1893. 

These facts Joined together have put 
many members of the General Assembly 
to thinking, and an increase in the rate of 
taxation is discussed.

It* 
harmless snake has a long head, and It 
kills by crushing, while a poi*onous 
Minkr darts at. you. The anacondas 
hardly ever bite, and in Hroxtl His quite 
common for a householder to keep a 
few of them around his residence for 
the purpose of killing the rats, which 
are a great pest In that port of the 

Among the poisonous snakes there is 
the variety known as the ooral, which 
is found in Vcneauela. Anyone bitten 
by a coral snake dies in the most horri- 
ble agony, his blood bursting or ooring 
out through the pores of the skin. Any 
snake that measures over seven or eight 
feet is not poisonous; in fact, * do not 
know any that grow over six feet long. 
The rattlesnake Is the largest poison- 
ous snake we have ha this country. 
Then there are the deaf adder, the 
block water snake, the moccasin. 
These ore about the only poisonous 
snakes we have in the United States. 

The men who call themselves "snake 
charmers" do not handle poisonous 
snakes. If they have a rattlesnake they 
extract his fangs, and in that way ren- 
der him perfectly harmless. This oper- 
ation is easily performed by means of a 
silk handkerchief, which Is waved in 
front of the snake, who snaps at it 
viciously, when the handkerchief is 
suddenly pulh'd away, bringing the 
fangs with it. Or you can out the artery 
that feeds the poison bag and thus de- 
stroy the source of supply. This is a 
rather difficult operation, however, al- 
though 1 have often had occasion to 
perform it on rattlesnakea. Something, 
generally a piece of cork, is put in the 
snake's month to keep it open; the 
teeth of the reptile become imbedded in 
the cork, and you have a chance to cut 
the artery. Taking the teeth out of a 
rattlesnake is like pulling feathers out 
of a bird; they will form again.

Italy. Ten years ago there were |n tho 
peninsula, according to a distinguished 
authoHty, 400 princes, «68 dukes, V85 
marquiaea, 1.6N count*. S8S barons, 
and 5 vioounts. as weU as 1,884 persons 
of patrician rank, 2,278 with a right to 
the designation of "noble," 818 distlnct- 

knights 8iff In , t , he "Ooldeif Bordt of the 
Capital" were inscribed 821 patrician 
families, of which 28 bad the title of 
prince and 8 tbat of duke, while the 
others were marquises, counts, or sim- 
ply patrictans. Five orders of nobility 
were recognized. Tbe cause* of this 
extraordinary profusion of title* are 
two In namber. L'nder the old regime 
there were edonen or more independent 
equal number of 
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"fountains of honor." all of them Influ- 
enced by the usual motives in the dis- 
tribution of titles of nobility. Every 
king or grand duke must have 
his court and noblesse. Indeed, 
the heads of small states and 
principalities are very apt to 
distribute titles with more liberality 
than great kings and emperors. Then 
by custom an Italian nobleman be- 
queaths his title to all his sons, no mat- 
ter how numerous they may be, al- 
though the eldest is the head of tho 
house and the proper successor to the 
title : a custom that results in a numeroua 
pseudo nobility. As all the "fountain* 
of honor" but one dried up with the 
unification of Italy, it is fair to suppoae 
that fewer persons are ennobled now 
than formerly, but, as the old nobility 
or nobilities are very numerous, and as 
the. other cause continues to act, there 
is no reason to fear an immediate 
scarcity of titled personages. It should 
also be observed that the Italian prince* 
are by no means the equals In rank of 
the English princes. In England the 
title is reserved for the princes of the 
blood; not so In Italy and in other con- 
tinental countries. 

Perhaps it is needless to say that the 
power of the Italian nobility is but • 
figment of what It once was. Tho 
inarch of democratic ideas, the spread 
of the commercial spirit and the in- 
crease of weulth have played havoo 
with the old aristocracies. No doubt 
the Italian nobles sti 1 possess very con- 
siderable Influence, but much of what 
they once had has passed to the pro- 
fessions and to the representatives of 
industrial and commercial life. They 
are not conspicuous in politics, or in 
the army or navy M. Uudiui. the 
present prime minister, is indeed a mar- 
quis, and is reputed to be very wealthy, 
but he was in no way prominent until 
he became the head of the coalition 
cabinet o:i the downfull of Crispi.
